If tbe great bulk 
of our circulating medium were on so 
flimsy a foundation, the

Some of yon 
uiow what that in, of course, bat the 
majority of yon perhaps do net Ixt 
us explain briefly 
In doable entry 


bookkpepiag, the only kind that de- 
serves the name of bookkeeping, every 
debit must bave ita credit—tbat is to 
say, every item that is carried to the 
debit cf one accouut taunt be earned tc 
he credit of another 


Say, for example, yon bnj a bill of 


foods from a merchant. He enters the 
amount to your debit on his books and 
at the same time credit an acconnt 
called "merchandise, ' this acconnt be- 
ng debited with all the goods brought 
into the stock and credited with ail tbe 
foods sold from it 
When yon pay the 


)ill, you are credited with the amount, 
and an acconnt called "cash" ii debit- 
ed, because it receives the money. 


This wtll explain to the uninitiated 


he meaning of the term "double en- 
try." and it will also explain why, 
after the entries have all been earned 
to tbe ledger and balances have bwn 
struck thereon, the debit* and the emi- 
ts will agree if the books bare been 
correctly kept To test the correctness 
of big work the bookkeeper take* off 
every month a trial balance, which 
consists simply of the debit balances in 
one colnmii and the credit balanccg in 
another. If thvy ot up the same, thu 
work has be*«n correctly done. If they 
vary, he must look for and find the er 
ror or trrors before the neit month's 
business is entered on the lodger 


Yon can readily understand, thtre- 


fore, why the trial balance is the book- 
keeper'a "black bfast." We have known 
cases in which trifling errors have elud- 
ed the most careful search for several 
days and nights and even for weeks, 
torturing the soul of the bookkeeper 
almost past endurance.

In ever? county wnera there were 


itraight lodiaoa who understood the 
late agreement formulated between UK 
ooauniauons re projecting the Cboctaw 
a&d CbickaMW nation* and the Dawet 


the TVthlf^t^rnii ticJcot re- 


ceived a majority. Toe Toahkahom*. 
party embrace* tfaoae Choc taws who are 
in favor of treating with the United 
States and who want to have their own 
say co in settling their affairs and in 
determining how long they shall COD- 
tinae their present form of government 
—a government which they dearly love 
and cherish. For the past 6a years they 
iaye enjoyed all the rights of self gov- 
ernment, a privilege which they have 
exercised M wisely as any of the adjoin- 
ing state*. 


The Tnabfcahoua party was the first 


lolitical organization of the Indian 
?enitory that openly Renounced tho 
langers threatening the five civilized 
ribes, and in setting forth these dangers 


the people it formed what waa 


EBOWS as the Tnshkahoma platform, 
rhis platform advocated an equal divi- 
sion of all the land and property. The 
tarty sent out its speakers among the 
wople and showed them that they must 
Jtange the tenure of the land, and in- 
stead of holding the land in common, 
as it is now done, that it should be and 
ultimately most be individualized, 


eii it is taken into consideration how 


utterly the Indians were opposed to a 
change and that heretofore it had been 
dangerous for an Indian to even speak 
in favor of any kind of a change, it ap- 
peared strange to see thb Tnshkahoma 
tlatfonn advocated openly among the 
teople. 


Ait the leaden of this party fearless- 


y discnsaed their platform and met their 
opponents sober, while the opposition 
were usually "tanked up" with whisky 
and used "bluff" instead of argument. 
The result was the Tnahkaboma party 
elected its governor, while its op- 
wnents were lying around drank. This 
lappened one year ago. Those who are 
opposed to the agreement call them- 
selves the Cboctaw and Chickaiaw 
Jnion party, and their intention was 
o defeat the agreement if they secured 
a majority of the representatives. They 
made a desperate effort to secure this 
majority. Whero there were negroes 
they bought them as one would boy 
merchandise. In Towsou, Red Biver, 
Eiamitia and Tobncksy, where the ne- 
groes were in a majority, the Choctaw 
md Cbickasaw Union party is said to 
iave bought its votes outright. 


While the result of this election i« 


still in doubt, yet from the way in 
which the Union party bought negro 
voters it would seem that it will elect 
its candidate. The salary of the na- 
tional treasurer is but |600 per annum, 
and as it has, it is said, spent sev- 
eral times this amount to elect m 
candidate for that office, it is bnt natu- 
ral that people should suspect its mo- 
tives. The Tosbkahoma party bad no 
campaign fund, bnt ran the campaign 
strictly on its merits, and it has the 
satisfaction of knowing it has se- 
cured a majority of council members 
despite the "slush" funds nsed by the 
opposition, and is yet in a position tc 
protect the Choctaw people from a par- 
ty whose motto is "Bule or Kain." 


The administration at Washington 


should lend every possible aid and en- 
couragement to the party which advo- 
cates an end to tribal government—the 
party which made it possible for the 
Dawes commission to conclude an 
agreement 
with the Choctaws and 


Cbickasaws, tbe only igreemect yet 
concluded with the fire civilized tribes. 
—Kansas City Times. 


A Bible For Japan'* Emperor. 


The American Bible society an- 


nounces that a large folio Bible in the 
English language has been specially 
prepared as a gift to the emperor of Ja- 
pan and sent to Yokohama. It will be 
formally presented at the first fitting 
opportunity after the emperor's return 
to Tokyo in tbe autumn. Tbe gift Will 
be made in the name of the American 
Bible society, the British and Foreign 
Bible society aad tbe National Bible 
society of Scotland, which are jointly 
concerned in tbe publication and dis- 
tribution of tbe Japanese Scriptures. 
Tbe two agents, the Rev. Henry Loo- 
mis and George Braithwaite of Yoko- 
hama are to make all tbe necessary ar- 
rangements, including the preparation 
of a suitable letter to accompany tho 
book. The preparation cf this volume 
was suggested by the favorable recep- 
tion which tbe dowager empress of Chi 
na gave in i8t)4 when a beautiful Chi- 
nese New Testament was given to hei 
in the name of 10,000 Protestant Chris 
tian women cf China.—Exchange.

A. Boy Find* tbe Bone* at Some Hage Ex- 


tinct 


A son of Benjamin H. Cox of Cincin- 


nati while "prospecting" recently on a 
ive acre tract belonging to his father 
near Southside discovered the bones of 
an extinct mammal on a hillside, where 
t had been washed out from under the 
rocks by heavy rains. The vertebrae 
were intact, and a tooth over six inches 
ong, in a remarkably well preserved 
tat0 
: was found. 


Tbe size of the bones indicated that 


he animal, whatever it was, must have 
>een of gigantic proportions and be- 
onged to the prehistoric period. It was 
irobably a mastodon. From the meas- 
urement of the remains that were un- 
earthed it is supposed that the animal 
was about 13 feet high, exceeding the 
leight of the ordinary elephant of tbe 
iresent day. Young Cox preserved the 
ooth and will make further explora- 
tions of the grounds, after which all 
be collections made will be presented to 
he Historical society of Cincinnati. — 
Cincinnati Enquirer.

crop throughout the country thi» Reason 
it in predicted by a number of promi- 
nent merchants and broken that within 
the next, three or fonr weeks the canned 
tomato, which today IB selling for 80 
cent*, per docen can*, will have reached, 
if not passed, the dolls? mark.

GOOD ROADS IN PROSPECT. 


Uncle Sam Will L*r Steel Track* For 


Wagon Traffic. 


The United States department of 


agriculture proposes to lay in the ecu- 
«r of country roads two fiat steel tracks 
of sufficient width for ordinary farm 
wagon traffic. These tracks are to be 
seven-sixteenths of an inch thick and 
will be bedded in gravel laid in trenches 
and fastened together at the joints and 


the center. 
On hills they will be corrugated to en- 


able horses to obtain a firm foothold. 
3nch a road is expected to be durable 
and to reduce the tractive resistance 
from 40 pounds per ton on a macadam 
surface to 8 pounds per ton on the steel 
tracks. On a short road the cost for 
tracks and fittings would be f 8,500 per 
mile. A line several miles in length 
could be built for 13,000 per mile. 
This is for track weighing 100 tons per 
mile. A track for lighter traffic and 
weighing less could be built proportion- 
ately cheaper.—Exchange.

Then the true interpretation flashed 
jpon ma The light of the nebula 
was monochromatic, and so, unlike 
my other light I bad as yet subject- 
ad to prismatic examination, could 
not be extended out to form a com- 
ilete 
spectrum. 
After 
passing 


hrough tbe two prisms it remained 
concentrated into a single bright 
ine baring a width corresponding 
to tbe widtb of tbe slit and occupy- 
ng in the instrument a position at 
that part of tbe spectrum to which 
ts light belongs in refragibility. 
A little closer looking showed two 
other bright lines on the side toward 
the blue, all the three lines being 
separated by intervals relatively 
dark. 


The riddle of the nebulae was 


solved. The answer, which had 
come to us in the light itself, read: 
Slot an aggregation of stars, but a 
luminous gas. Stars after the order 
of our own sun and of the brighter 
stars would give a different spec- 
xum. The light of this nebula had 
clearly been emitted by a luminous 
gas. With an excess of caution, at 
:he moment I did not venture to go 
further than to point out that we 


here to do with bodies of an or- 


der quite different from that of the 
stars. Further observations soon 
convinced me that, though the short 
span of human life is far too mi- 
nute, relatively, to oosmical events 
for us to expect to see in succession 
any distinct steps in so august a proc- 
ess, the probability is indeed over- 
whelmingly favorable of aa evolu- 
tion in the past, and still going on, 
of the heavenly hosts. A time eure- 
[y existed when the matter now con- 
densed into the sun and planets fill- 
ed the whole space occupied by the 
solar system, in the condition of 
jas, which then appeared as a glow- 
ing nebula, after the order, it may 
be, of some now existing in the 
heavens. There remained no room 
for doubt that the nebulae which 
our telescopes reveal to us are the 
early stages of long processions of 
losmical events which correspond 
broadly to those required by the 
nebular hypothesis in one or other 
of its forms.—William Buggies* in 
Nineteenth Century.

BITES OF MAD CATS. 


They Are More Serfoa* Tnan Tbo*e lu- 


tticted by Kabld Dog*. 


According to the returns just pub- 


lished by tbo Pastenr institute at Paris, 
lolly lu per cent of the patieuts treated 
there owe their mjnrieg to the bites of 
cats afflicted wnh hydrophobia. Those 
wounds are considered by the mrdical 
officers in attendance to present a great- 
er degree of danger than tho bites of 
mad dogs. 


This is not because there is any differ- 


ence in th«a virus, but because, in the 
first place, tho tetih of cats, being 
more pointed than ttoso of dogs, inflict 
a deeper vroniid, and also because a 
mad dog usually fastens his fangs into 
the arm, the hand or the leg, while a 
cat invariably jumps for the face of the 
person it attacks. The nerve center* are 
far more exposed in the face than in 
either the arias or legs, ntid hence the 
virus enters iuto tbo circulation more 
rapidly by means of a bite in the face 
than through cue elsewhere in the body. 
It may be added that the returns of the 
Pasteur institute for the last year show 
that 1 per oent of the patients who have 
submitted theui&elvcs to treatment have 
been bitten by wad cowb.—New York 
Tribune.

The accident happened about 45( 


feet south of the curve at Perry 
burg. Second 92, in charge of con 
ductor Anderson, was pulling onto 
the siding. 
Conductor Anderson 


when the train stopped to sidetrack 
sent the rear brakeman back to flag 
He had gone probably 400 feet when 
he noticed number 13, the Lima ac- 
commodation, come around the curve 
at a rapid rate of speed. He gave 
them the danger signal and engineer 
Sheely whistled, revened his engine 
and applied the full pressure of air 
To do this he had but a very 
short 
time, 
as 
the 
trains 


were 
close 
together. 
Fireman 


Stout jumped to the left of the en 
gtae and was considerably braised. 
Engineer Sheely leaped from the cab 
when his engine was not two ear 
lengths from the rear end of the 
freight. 
The engine struck the 


caboose with tremendous force. It 
was telescoped, and the tenets of the 


were forced back under the 


heavy engine. Fortunately none of 
the trainmen were in the caboose, 
which at once caught fire and was 
quickly consumed. A gondola in 
front of the caboose and loaded with 
iron ore was badly wrecked. 


COACHES NOT WRECKED 


The passenger coaches remained 


on the track and were not injured in 
the least. The front drawbar to the 
baggsge ear was forced back and the 
ear with its contents waa left at that 
place. 


The wrecking crew, with assistant 
superintendent 
Shoemaker, 
was 


called out about 8 o'clock and left 
for the sejene of the wreck. The 
engine was all that blocked the road. 
It was lifted from the trucks of the 
caboose and fell over to the side of 
the road. The road was thus cleared 
by 12:30 o'clock and regular traffic 
returned. Ho. 13 was annulled. It 
was run to Lima as second No. 7, the 
passengers not being transferred to

Wentzel was at 
that time here in tbe Interest of 
Zlnn and waa Instrumental in tbe ar- 
rest of the bank's former cashier.

Wentzel waa here some time ago serv- 
ing notices upon former officials of 
the bank and tbe object of bis pres- 
ent visit, be states, is to begin tbe 
suit of which notices we»e served 
upon his former visit.
